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Residents ‘sickened’ by 
flats development plans

HOMEOWNERS are campaigning against 
plans for affordable housing which will 
“ruin their lives” if they are built. 

“Sickened, devastated and disgusted” are 
just some of the words used by residents on 
Haverhill’s Howard Close to describe their 
feelings on a flat development, which could 
be built on nearby land. 

A planning application, for 15 flats and 15 
parking spaces, is currently before St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

If approved, the homes will be built on 
Anglian Place, Burton End. 

Residents have expressed their heart¬ 
break over the proposed flats, which they 
say would directly overlook their gardens 
and allow occupants to see into their 
homes. 

Sue Lines, who has lived on the end of 
Howard Close for seven years, said: “It 
makes me feel sick knowing this might go 
ahead. 

“I would seriously contemplate moving.” 

A previous application for the flats was 
withdrawn. 

As previously reported, it has now been 
amended and resubmitted. 

Last month, Haverhill Town Council 
objected to the application at a planning 
committee meeting. 

The application has been submitted by 
Prime Crest Homes, on behalf of Havebury 
Housing Partnership. 

Two other blocks of flats have already 
been built on the site.

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MP’s call for 
A1307 help 

A BUSY road linking Haverhill with Cambridge 
needs to be improved, the region’s MP has said. 

Matthew Hancock has spoken out about the state 
of the A1307 following the results of a traffic survey 
carried out on the route to assess traffic levels. 

The work was done by Advanced Transport 
Research, on behalf of Cambridgeshire County 
Council and its partners. 

So far, the draft results have been shared with key 
stakeholders. 

The results show a sharp westbound peak in the 
morning and a broader eastbound peak in the 
afternoon, the MP has revealed. 

“As it stands the A1307 is a highly dangerous road 
on which far too many tragic accidents occur,” Mr 
Hancock said. 

“Crucially, this recent report shows that the eco¬ 
nomic case is strong and that we should look fur¬ 
ther into dualling the A1307. 

“All options do need to be considered to best 
unlock the growth that is currently hindered by the 
high volumes of traffic.” 

Villages on the A1307 find it difficult to access the 
road at peak times, and any expansion to Haverhill 
would make “an already difficult situation worse”, 
he added. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire County Council 
said that further analysis of the information is 
needed to identify the future options for improve¬ 
ment to the road, and support the area’s ongoing 
growth. 


Primary joins 
academy trust 

A THIRD school has joined the Castle 
Partnership Academy Trust. 

Burton End Primary School has con¬ 
verted to an academy this week as it joins 
the partnership, which also consists of 
Place Farm and Castle Manor Academies. 

The schools have worked together for 
years to ensure the transition between 
primary and secondary school is seam¬ 
less. 

Pupils, staff and governors celebrated 
the new addition on Monday. 

Madeline Vosper is head of school at 
Burton End. 

She said: “Being an academy will help 
us to fulfil our vision and ensure that our 
children have the best possible educa¬ 
tion they can. 

“We have already benefited greatly 
from working closely with staff and chil¬ 
dren at Place Farm and look forward to 
working even more closely in partner¬ 
ship.” 

The schools already do a “huge” amount 
of work together, Mrs Vosper said, and 
the school is “proud” to become part of 
the Castle Partnership Trust.

Homes 
evacuated 
after bin fire 
gas scare 

RESIDENTS were evacuated 
from their homes on Sunday 
after a gas main was dam¬ 
aged. 

Fire crews were called to 
reports of bins on fire in 
Haverhill’s Chainey Pieces 
shortly before 9.40pm. 

The blaze affected the side 
of the property and caused 
damage to a gas main. 

Some of the streets’ resi¬ 
dents and some living in 
nearby Chauntry Road, 
were evacuated while the 
area was made safe by engi¬ 
neers from National Grid 
Gas. 

Families took refuge in the 
town’s Salvation Army, on 
Chauntry Road, before they 
were allowed back into their 
homes shortly after 11pm. 

A spokeswoman for 
National Grid confirmed 
that they were called shortly 
after 10pm. 

She said: “The gas service 
pipe - the pipe that takes 
gas from the gas main in the 
street to individual proper¬ 
ties - had been damaged by 
the fire. 

“A National Grid engineer 
cut off the gas supply to the 
property and made safe.” 

Neighbouring properties 
were checked, and no gas 
was found. 


Our lives will be ruined, say 
residents fighting flats plan 


PRIVACY will be violated, 
wildlife will be destroyed 
and landscape will be 
flooded, according to resi¬ 
dents fighting plans for 
new flats. 

Residents living on 
Haverhill’s Howard Close 
told the Weekly News that 
their lives have already been 
“ruined” following the con¬ 
struction of an existing 
block of flats on Anglian 
Place. 

To build another block of 
flats, they say, is “beyond a 
joke”. 

Two blocks of affordable 
flats have already been built 
on the site, which is off the 
town’s Burton End. 

Now, planning permission 
for a third block is being 
sought. 

Residents living in three- 
storey town houses near to 
the development site say 
they have had to buy blinds, 
switch bedrooms and keep 
their curtains drawn to 
maintain their privacy. 

Sue Lines, Margot 
Robinson and Sue Weston 
will all be affected in differ¬ 
ent ways by the proposed 
development. 

If the new flats go ahead, 
every room in Mrs 
Robinson’s home, as well as 
her garden, will be over¬ 
looked by flats from the 
existing and new blocks, she 
says. 

“We feel we are being rail¬ 
roaded a bit. We spent a lot 
of money on our homes,” 
she said. 

Mrs Weston, 50, has raised 
concerns about how the 
nearby green space, which 
is prone to flooding, will be

affected by the new homes and 
the impact the development 
will have on wildlife. 

When the water builds up it 
runs down on to Burton End, 
she said. 

She added: “If they have to 
build on the land they should 
build bungalows or allot¬ 
ments.” 

The new development will be 
only three metres away from 
Mrs Lines’ garden, she says. 

The 57-year-old, who enjoys 
her morning coffee in the gar¬ 
den every day, says she will no 
longer be able to sit outside. 

The women have also 
expressed concerns about 
potential residents of the flats, 
and their visitors, parking 
along the street, and using the 
private close as a cut through. 

Residents living in the street, 
and also in nearby Rope Walk 
and the Old Pumping House, 
have also submitted formal 
objections to the borough 
council. 

Speaking at a planning meet¬ 
ing last month, town council¬ 
lor Ernie Goody proposed that 
the new homes be approved 
due to “many people” waiting 


for affordable housing. 

However, after visiting the 
site and receiving additional 
information, he said: “I now 
realise, after speaking to the 
residents and seeing the area 
of the proposed development 
that it would be the wrong 
development for the site.” 

A spokesman for Prime Crest 
said: “The proposal is for 15 
one and two bed much-needed 
affordable flats on this vacant 
site at Burton End. 

“We have carefully consid¬ 
ered the comments raised by 
the town council, expressing 
local concern to the scheme 
and we have amended our pro¬ 
posals to mitigate those con¬ 
cerns which focussed on traf¬ 
fic generation, overlooking 
and the preservation of exist¬ 
ing trees. 

“Suffolk County Highways 
have no objection on traffic 
issues. 

“We have redesigned the lay¬ 
out to retain all existing trees 
and have addressed the issue 
of overlooking. 

“We therefore believe that 
these revised proposals repre¬ 
sent a well-considered devel¬ 
opment that will house 15 
families on the local housing 
waiting list.”

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Police plea for 
return of stolen 
baby hedgehog

A YOUNG African Pygmy 
hedgehog has been stolen 
from a Haverhill pet shop. 

The animal was taken from 
G L Petfoods, on the High 
Street, on October 28 between 
12.30pm and 5pm. 

Graham Ward, who owns 
the store, is appealing for the 
animal’s safe return. 

Mr Ward previously had two 
African Pygmy hedgehogs in 
the shop, which were worth 
£125 each. 

Both hedgehogs, which 
were males, have been sold. 

The third one, which was 
stolen, is a six-month-old 
female. 

He said: “I am more con¬ 
cerned about its health and 
safety - I am not worried 
about the selling price.” 

The hedgehog needs a spe¬ 
cial diet, Mr Ward said, and 
certain measures need to be 
taken for it to be looked after 
correctly. 

He said: “They need to have 
different foods - they are not 
the same as English hedge¬ 
hogs.” 

The animals, which are 
being bred in the UK, are 
gaining popularity as house 
pets. 

Rebecca Hadgraft, of the 


National Exotic Hedgehog 
Rescue, said the hogs need to 
be kept in a certain type of 
cage - and at a warm tem¬ 
perature. 

She said: “People see them 
and think ‘oh, they’re a cute 
and unusual pet’ but there’s 
so much involved in caring 
for them.” 

Dr Simone Bullion, of the 
Suffolk Wildlife Trust, said 
that the charity does not 
encourage breeding African 
Pygmys, as the indigenous 
British hedgehog is “in need 
of help”. 

She said: “We are concerned 


about the decline of this 
native species so we wanted 
to address this by finding out 
where people are still seeing 
hedgehogs in Suffolk, or 
where they used to see them 
and no longer do so. 

“We are hoping to identify 
hedgehog ‘hotspots’ where 
we can give advice and help 
target local action to improve 
gardens, parks, golf courses 
and other suitable habitats.” 

The charity is appealing for 
the public to log sightings of a 
hedgehog by visiting suffolk- 
wildlifetrust.org.

Bomb disposal unit called 

THE bomb disposal unit from Colchester 
Troop attended a home in Haverhill following 
reports of a “device” found inside.

Town council 
will not take 
on play area

OWNERSHIP of a dilapidat¬ 
ed play area will not be taken 
on by Haverhill Town 
Council. 

At a meeting last week, 
councillors voted against 
taking on the play area near 
to the town’s Burton Centre. 

Suffolk County Council 
estimate it would cost around 
£30,000 to get the facility up 
to scratch. 

The play area is currently 
locked due to a collapsed 
wall, which needs to be 
rebuilt to make it safe. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Colin Poole, town clerk, said: 
“There are a lot of issues to 
take on, but if it’s not taken 
on there are others thinking 
about it. 

“If it is not taken on [as a 
play area] they will seek a dif¬ 
ferent use for it altogether.” 

The life of the playing field 
is about 10 years, Mr Poole 
added, so it would likely cost 
around £3,000 ayear to main¬ 
tain. 

Councillors expressed con¬ 
cerns over reports of drug use 
on the site, and the problems 
it causes for both St Nicholas 
Hospice Care, and Haverhill 
Library, both based at the 


Burton Centre. 

Both facilities have sup¬ 
ported the idea that the land 
is used for additional car 
parking for the centre. 

At the meeting, Cllr Pat 
Hanlon called for the area to 
be made secure. 

“I have seen youths playing 
in there even though it’s 
locked,” he said. “There’s an 
issue there as far as making it 
safe. We should be saying 
something needs to be done 
very urgently.” 

Cllr Phillip French hailed 
the area as a “troubled site”, 


and a “major place” for drug 
use. 

If no one is interested in 
keeping it as a play area, the 
county council will secure it 
and decide on another use 
themselves, Mr Poole added. 

Councillors voted to refuse 
to take on ownership and 
maintenance of the play area. 

The town council has also 
committed money to the cre¬ 
ation of youth hub at the 
town’s old magistrates’ court 
building, and police station. 

This is on the same road as 
the play area. 


Will hospice take 
home millions? 

A HOSPICE charity with an outreach cen¬ 
tre in Haverhill has been shortlisted to 
win £50,000. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care is one of six 
organisations in the east of England to be 
in the running for ITV’s The People’s 
Millions contest. 

The charity will now make a bid for 
viewers’ support, and the public will vote 
by phone for who takes home the money. 

The Garden of Life project run by the 
hospice aims to revitalise outdoor space 
near to the centre, for use by the whole 
community. 

This project will be featured as part of 
the charity’s appeal. 

Mandy Wilson, Burton Centre manager, 
said: “People in a thriving environment 
are likely to have a better quality of life. 
This is key to the care provided by the 
hospice. An outdoor space created in 
partnership with the community will 
provide patients and their carers with an 
area for peaceful reflection, helping to 
address their psychological and social 
needs.” 

Once the project is up and running, the 
charity plans to run a garden group for 
bereavement support, use the garden for 
open days and fundraisers, and run day 
therapy to include gardening activities. 

Community groups already using the 
Burton Centre, including the Brownies 
and Haverhill Gateway Club, would also 
be permitted to use the area. 

The appeal will be aired on November

Man jailed for two 
sex abuse charges 

A FORMER Haverhill man has been jailed for two 
historic sexual offences against young girls. 

Robert Roach, 72, was sentenced to two years 
yesterday at Ipswich Crown Court. 

Originally Roach denied the offences but 
changed his pleas to guilty before his trial. 

The court heard that Roach, when living in 
Haverhill, had asked a 14-year-old girl for a cud¬ 
dle, said Christopher Paxton, prosecuting. 

Roach took the girl’s hand and placed it on his 
genitals. Mr Paxton said the girl did not know 
what to do and had remained silent until last year. 

Later in Essex, Roach had asked a 12-year-old 
girl for a cuddle and then touched her breast. Mr 
Paxton said: “She froze. She didn’t know what was 
happening.” 

The girl initially confided in friends and eventu¬ 
ally her parents became aware of the allegation 
and challenged Roach who denied that anything 
inappropriate had taken place. 

In 2013 following reporting of historic abuse 
allegations, the girl went to the police and made a 
complaint against Roach who was arrested. 

When interviewed Roach denied the allegation 
and that made by the second girl. 

Roach, now of Brewers Yard, Southminster, 
pleaded guilty to indecent assault against a girl 
aged 14 between October 18,1980, and October 17, 
1981. He also pleaded guilty to indecently assault¬ 
ing a girl aged 12 between luly 17, 2000 and 
September 10, 2000. 

Mitigating, loanne Eley said Roach accepted he 
committed the offences but had no memory of 
one. Roach had not committed any further offenc¬ 
es of this type, she said. “We often see repeated 
behaviour in this sort of case but saying these are 
one-offs is not to minimise them,” she said.

Once the machine has been 
ordered and delivered, awareness 
stickers detailing the locations and 
contact telephone numbers for

where the town’s defibrillators are 
will be displayed throughout the 
town centre. 

The ‘Haver-Heart’ idea, proposed 
by Cllr Betty McLatchy, has been 
supported by councillors and resi¬ 
dents alike. 

She said: “[People] will be able to 
get access to the defibrillators very 
quickly - quicker than calling for a 
paramedic.” 


There is also a unit in each of the 
town’s GP surgeries. 

The councillor plans to organise a 
demonstration session once the 
new defibrillator has arrived, to 
give local people more confidence 
in using the equipment. 

The Haverhill Community 
Wellbeing Fund, set up by Cllr 
McLatchy to fundraise for health 
equipment, has also been working 
to get an ultrasound machine for 
the town. 

The communtiy group has raised 


almost £6,000 - and has decided to 
opt instead for a larger ultrasound 
machine, costing around £23,000. 

“Last year 2,037 residents in 
Haverhill had ultrasound treat¬ 
ment and the smaller machine I 
have raised money for is not man 
enough for the job,” Cllr McLatchy 
said. 

“We are going to try for the bigger 
machine.” 

If the town succeeds in getting a 
machine, it will be put into the 
Clements Surgery.

John, 95, to 
march and 
remember

A FORMER soldier who has lost 
his sight will march to the 
Cenotaph on Sunday. 

John Blackmore, of Shudy 
Camps, will join more than 100 
representatives of Blind Veterans 
UK on the march, which is part of 
the national Remembrance Day 
commemorations. 

Mr Blackmore, 95, joined the 
Royal Artillery in February 1939. 
In 1942, he was transferred to the 
Royal Army Service Corps. 

The veteran said: “In June 1942 
I boarded the QE2 and headed 
towards Egypt. 

“We stayed in a tented camp 
overlooking the Great Bitter 
Lakes, then excitement as we 
were on the move again - two 
days on the Egyptian railway, 
two days on a paddle steamer on 
the Nile and two days on the 
Sudanese railway to Khartoum. 

“We soon learnt about some of 
the horrors that the Sudanese 
had to put up with.” 

Mr Blackmore was discharged 
in 1946 and returned to a farm in 
the village, which belonged to his 
father-in-law. He continued to 
work there with his wife and

family. 

The 95-year-old was registered 
blind in 2012, and has been 
receiving support from Blind 
Veterans UK since 2013. 

“Being able to go to the 
Remembrance Day parade with 
Blind Veterans UK makes me feel 
proud and sad, as I don’t suppose 
I will get many more opportuni¬ 
ties to go,” he said. 

“If it wasn’t for the help and 
support of Blind Veterans UK I’m 
not sure I’d have the opportunity 
to go at all. It will be an amazing 
event for me and I am looking 
forward to it immensely.”

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Fig jam, Stilton and candied 
walnut puff pastry bites 


One of the nicest things about the festive 
period - side-line the presents for a moment 
- is getting together with old friends. These 
smart bites are the perfect accompaniment 
to a glass of mulled wine and a much- 
needed catch up. And with the recipe 
yielding 72 miniature pastries, there’s no 
excuse not to have everyone - 



Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 220 degrees Celsius/gas 
mark seven. Line a large baking tray with grease¬ 
proof paper. 

2. Lightly flour the worktop, and roll out the sheet 
of pastry. Cut the puff into three centimetre 
rounds using a cookie cutter, and transfer these 
onto the tray. 

3. Whisk the egg yolk with a teaspoon of water, 
and brush each pastry lightly with the wash. 

4. Place the pastries into the middle of the oven, 
and bake for 10 to 12 minutes until they are risen and 
golden in colour. Allow them to cool on a wire rack. 

5. In a saucepan, bring the figs, water and 
rosemary to the boil. Lower the stove temperature 
until the solution simmers and stir frequently until the 
liquid reduces to a tablespoon’s amount. Take the 
pan from the heat and add the chopped garlic, 
olive oil, Balsamic vinegar. Season to taste. 

6 . Transfer the fig mixture to a small bowl. Use a 
hand mixer to blend the figs until they are of a 
jam-like consistency. 

7. Melt the butter in a small pan and stir in the 
brown sugar. Add the walnuts and cayenne 


pepper. Fry lightly, adding a teaspoon of water 
whilst stirring regularly. After 10 minutes, transfer the 
glazed nuts on to parchment paper. 

8 . Using a small teaspoon spread the fig jam on top 
of the pastries. Dot on a small piece of Stilton, and 
add a candied walnut to garnish. 


You will need: 

A packet of shop-bought puff pastry 
1 lOg dried figs 

% tsp dried rosemary or thyme 

120ml water 

1 tbs olive oil 

1 !4 tsp Balsamic vinegar 

A clove of garlic 

135g Stilton cheese 

30g chopped walnuts 

1/2 tbs butter 

1/2 tbs light brown sugar 

Pinch of ground cayenne pepper 

1 tsp water 

1 egg yolk

Santa Brownies 


Ok, we’ll admit it: we cheated a little. Although using a pre-packaged brownie mix won’t 
earn you too many points in the Great British Bakeoff tent, turning to Betty Crocker or her 
associates will save you time over the hectic festive period. These cute bites are simple to 
whip up for unannounced guests, but look impressive enough to take along to a party. 
And why not earn a few points with Santa by leaving one out for him on Christmas Eve? 


Method: 

1. Follow the instructions provided by the 
manufacturer to bake your brownies. Allow the tray 
to cool before shaping the cakes into rounds using a 
cookie cutter. Aim to get between 12 and 16 circles. 

2. Beat the butter and mascarpone cheese together 
until light and creamy. Mix in the vanilla extract 

and salt, before adding the icing sugar a little at a 
time. Continue to beat the ingredients together. A 
little more icing sugar might be required in order to 
achieve a consistency that’s stiff enough for it not to 
run off the top of the brownies. 

3. Pipe a ring of buttercream on to the top of each 
brownie round. Alternatively, use a teaspoon to 
neatly apply a medium-thick layer. 

4. Cut off the strawberry leaves, and push the flat 
base of each fruit on to an iced brownie. 

5. To finish, add a daub of buttercream to the tip 
of each strawberry.

And now he is undertaking a year-long 
world tour, with the UK leg including a stop 
at Cambridge Corn Exchange. 

Yes, I hear you say, many artists tour the 
world and play the UK. There's nothing spe¬ 
cial in that. But, the thing about John is that 
he's 80 years old and will be 81 in the week 
after the UK tour ends. 

"Age doesn't come into it," he tells me 
from his home in California. "I'm pretty 
healthy and as long as I've got the energy to 
perform, then I will. As long as I can play my 
music, that's the main thing." 

From an early age, John was attracted to 
blues music. "I didn't really have a choice," 
he says. "The Blues is all about expressing 
feelings and I never learned to read or write 
music so I play what I feel." 

The Bluesbreakers provided a 'leg-up' 
to some of this country's greatest guitar 
legends with Eric Clapton, Jack Bruce (who 
went on to form Cream); Mick Fleetwood, 
Peter Green and John McVie (later Fleet- 
wood Mac), Andy Fraser (Free) and Mick 
Taylor (Rolling Stones) all being part of the 
band at one time or another. 

Plenty of prodigious talent there, but does 
anybody stand out? John does not hesitate. 
"Obviously Eric Clapton is the first one that 
drew attention to our work, he was, and is, 
a great player and we shared a love of blues 
music."

Although some great guitarists graced the 
band, it is not John's main instrument. "No," 
he agrees. "The keyboard has always been 
my main instrument, but I tend to spread 
it about. Each song suggests to me what 
instrument I play on it." 

John's current band consists of him¬ 
self, Texan guitarist Rocky Athas and two 
Chicago-born musicians: bassist Greg Rzab 
and drummer Jay Davenport. Together, they 
have recorded A Special Life, John's first stu¬ 
dio album in five years. The album contains 
some new compositions, as well as some old 
blues favourites. 

"Everything I write is about real life," John 
explains. "I feel that I have had a special life 
- hence the title." 

You can expect a smattering of new and 
old tracks spanning his career on the tour, 
which John promises will also be "special". 

"We really do a different show every 
night," he says. "There's so much to choose 
from and they all have special meanings. 
We'll change maybe five songs from night to 
night." 

"Of course, we'll try and include songs 
from the earliest to the latest; it'll be a good 
cross-section and," he adds with a grin. "It'll 
keep the band on its toes."

WE may have had storms and rain, 
but while the ground's workable, 
gardeners should make the most of 
the time they have left to do the jobs 
which will give them a head start next 
year. 

Whether it's revamping your lawn, 
dividing perennials, trimming hedges, 
clearing weeds or preparing the 
greenhouse for winter, you should 
leave no stone unturned if you want 
to get things in order for spring. 

Don't delay in completing these 
tasks: 

■ Plant new trees, shrubs and roses. 
These should benefit from the warm 
soil, which encourages root growth 
to develop quickly. You will need to 
give them a good soak when planting 
initially, but hopefully rain will play a 
part too. Just keep an eye on newly- 
planted specimens and don't allow 
them to dry out if we don't have wet 
weather. The plants should establish 
over the winter, giving you a head 
start for spring. 

■ Revamp your lawn. With all the 
autumn rain we've had, the ground 
will be soft enough to either turf or 
reseed a new lawn, or repair an old

one. If you are laying new turf, good 
preparation is the key, which will 
mean removing weeds and stones, 
digging over the soil adding compost 
or well-rotted farmyard manure and 
incorporating sharp grit on heavy 
soil, and levelling the area off to a 
fine tilth on which to sow seed or lay 
turf. It needs to be kept well watered, 
although the rain should help at this 
time of year, and seed needs to be 
protected from birds with netting, 
elevated by placing shortened twigs 
or canes around the area and secur¬ 
ing the netting to them. 

■ Divide perennials. Now is the 


perfect time to split those plants 
which have become congested while 
they are dormant but before the 
ground becomes too hard to dig 
them out. Perennials which benefit 
from dividing every few years include 
hostas (but you'll need a knife to cut 
through the thick roots), cranesbill 
geranium, montbretia, rudbeckia, 
helenium and aster. You can also 
move plants which aren't happy in 
their allotted space to a spot where 
they may be happier. 

■ Trim hedges, tidying evergreens 
which should remain neat until 
spring. Evergreens should not put on 
much new growth during winter, so 
should save you the job of pruning 
them in spring, when you may risk 
disturbing nesting birds. Deciduous 
shrubs can be pruned into winter. 

■ Weed out the worst culprits. If you 
do a final weed before the peren¬ 
nial weeds disappear for the winter, 
you should hopefully make your 
task lighter when they come back in 
spring. Look out for ground elder, 
couch grass and bindweed, which are 
among the most pernicious weeds 
and try to dig up all the white roots 


which, if left in the ground, will just 
sprout up again next year. 

■ Increase your stock. Take hard¬ 
wood cuttings in late autumn to 
propagate shrubs including roses, 
willows, philadelphus, weigelas and 
dogwoods. Cut woody shoots for the 
base of the current year's growth, 
trim below a leaf joint and remove 
the tip to leave the cuttings 20-30cm 
(8-12in) long. Dip the base into 
hormone rooting powder, make a slit 
trench in a well cultivated but vacant 
area of the garden, push the cuttings 
in vertically, 30cm (12in) apart and 
firm the soil back around them, clos¬ 
ing the trench. Water them in. This 
time next year they may have rooted 
enough to be moved. 

■ Spruce up the greenhouse. If the 
weather's still sunny, there's no better 
time to wash the windows, remove 
the shading, clean the staging and do 
any structural repairs needed. Then 
you can insulate the greenhouse 
with bubble wrap in preparation for 
winter. A cleaner greenhouse may 
encourage you in the coming months 
to sow hardy annuals and perennials 
for the year to come.
